Coolidge’s Address and Lindbergh’s Reply 


By the Associated Pr-vss 
WASHINGTON, June 11. 
OLLOWING is the text of 
President Coolidge’s speech to- 
day in presenting the Distinguished 
Flying Cross to Col. Lindbergh: 

My Fellow Countrymen: 

It was in America that the 
modern art of flying of heavier- 
than-air machines was first de- 
veloped. As the experiments be- 
came successful, the airplane was 
devoted to practical purposes. It 
has been adapted to commerce in 
the transportation of passengers 
and mail and used for national 
defense by Our land and sea 
forces. 

Beginning with a limited fly- 
ing radius, its length has been 
gradually extended. We have 
nade many flying records. Our 
army flyers have. circumnavigat- 
ed the globe. One of our navy 
men started from California and 
flew far enough to have reached 
Hawali, but, being off his course, 
landed in the water. Another of- 
ficer of the Navy has flown to 
the North Pole. Our own coun- 
try has been traversed from 
shore to shore in a single flight. 


Unknown Dared and Won. 

It had been apparent for some 
time that the next great feat in 
the air would be a continuous 
flight from the mainland of 
America to the mainland of Eu- 
rope. Two courageous French- 

» made the reverse attempt 
and passed to a ‘ate that is as 
yet unknown. Others were speed- 
ing their preparations to make 
the trial, but it remained for an 
unknown youth to tempt the ele- 
ments and win. It is the same 
story of valor and victory by a 
son of the people that shines 
through every page of American 
history. 

Twenty-five vears ago there 
was born in Detroit, Mich., a boy, 
representing the best traditions 
of this country, of a stock known 
for its deeds of adventure and 
exploration. His father, moved 
with a ‘tesire for public service, 
was a member of Congress for 
several terms. His mother, who 
dowered her son with her own 
modesty and charm, is with us 

Enger 13. the viti.: pro- 
fession of school teaching, she 
has permitted neither money nor 
fame :~ interfere with her fidel- 
ity to her duties. 

Too young to: have enlisted in 
the World War, her son became 
a student at one of the big State 
universities. His interest in avi- 
ation led him to an army avia- 
tion school, and in 1925 he was 
graduated as an airplane pilot. 
In November, 1926, he had 
reached the rank of captain in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

Making his home in St. Louis, 
he had joined the 110th Obser- 
vation Squadron of the Missouri 
National Guard. Some of his 
qualities noted by the army oOffi- 
cers Who examined him for pro- 
motion, as shown by reports in 
the files of the Militia Bureau of 
the War Department, are as fol- 
lows: “Intelligent,” “industrious,” 
“energetic.” “dependable,” ‘“‘pur- 
poseful,” “‘alert,”” “quick of re- 
action,” “serious,” ‘“‘deliberate,” 

“stable,” ‘‘efficient,” “frank,” 
“modest,”’ “congenial.” “a man of 
good moral habits and regular 
in all his business transactions.”

Later he became connected 
with the United States mail serv- 
ice, where he exhibited marked 
ability, and from which he is now 
on leave of absence. 

On a morning just three weeks 
ago yesterday, this wholesome, 
earnest, fearless, courageous 
product of America rose into the 
air from Long Island in a mono- 
plane christened “The Spirit of 
St. Louis” in honor of his home 
and that of his supporters. 


It was no haphazard adven- 
ture. After months of most 
careful preparation, supported 
by a valiant character, driven by 
an unconquerable will and in- 
spired by the imagination and 
the spirit of his Viking ances- 
tors, this reserve officer set 
wing across the dangerous 
stretches of the North Atlantic. 
He was alone. His destination 
was Paris. 
hours and thir- 
ty minutes later, in the evening 
of the second day, he landed at 
his destination on the French 
flying field at Le Bourget. He 
had traveled over 3600 miles and 
established a new and remark- 
able record. The execution of 
his project was a perfect exhi- 
bition of art. 

his country will always re- 
member the way in which he 
was received by the people of 
France, by their President, and 
by their Government. It was the 
more remarkable because they 
were mourning the _ disappear- 
ance of their intrepid country- 
men, who had tried to span the 
Atlantic on a Western flight.

In less 
than a day and a half he had 
crossed the ocean over - which 
Columbus had traveled for 69 
days, and the Pilgrim fathers for 
66 days, on their way to the 
Wew World.

WASHINGTON, June 11.—Mrs. 
Evangeline Lodge Lindbergh lived 
today the dream of all mothers. 
She saw a nation pay tribute to her 
famous son. 

From the Navy yard in the 
southeast section of the city to the 
Washington monument lot back of 
the White House she watched be- 
tween 150,000 and 200,000 nen, 
women and children wave an en- 
thusiastic greeting and shout a 
thundering welcome to her boy. It 
was the most observed parade ever 
staged in the capitol. While fig- 
ures on the crowd differ there is 
agreement on one point—it wwzs 
one of the greatest demonstrations 
the capital has ever seen. 

Crack cavalry troups and flashy 
artillery batteries preceded the car 
in which the mother and son were 
seated. The crowd iad neither 
eyes nor cheer for military dis- 
play. The Aamy, Navy and Ma- 
rine Bands blared forth their most 
stirring marches on deaf ears. 

The crowd had only oae desire— 
to see “Slim” Lindbergh, the youth 
who had flown alone from New 
York to Paris. The other featarcs 
of the parade were iznored. 

Din Almost Deafening. 

The approach of the Lindbergh 
car was heralded down the three 
miles of the march by the cheers 
that welled up from the crowd. 
From four or five blocks distance, 
the cheers were only an indistinct 
murmur, but they rose into a 
crescendo as the car crept along 
at 10 miles an hour.

Canes and blackjacks were the 
weapons used in the clash before 
“Daudet’s blockhouse,” as _ the 
newspaper offices are becoming 
known. The thirty odd wounded 
were about evenly divided between 
the manifestants and the pofice. 
Twenty arrests were made. 

The fight came when a group 
of young royalists advanced  to- 
ward the building shouting, “Long 
lve Daudet,” and yu,!ing epithets 
hostile to the Government. They 
were met by a Communist ccunter- 
manifestation which rallied about 
the cry: “Down with Daudet! Tq 
jail with him!” 

A downpour of rain of extraor- 
dinary violence, more than the 
police intervention, put an end to 
the combat. It was reported that 
none of those injured was serious- 
ly hurt. 

Daudet tonight was still behind 
his barbed wire barricade in the 
offices of his newspaper, into 
which a cook has moved to estab- 
lish a commissariat.

the Zoological Park of the City.of St. Louis 


STATEMENT of the BOARD OF ESTIMATES AND APPORTIONMENT 
To the Citizens of the City of St. Louis: 


E, the undersigned, constituting the Board of Esti- 

mate and Apportionment of the City of St. Louis, 

having decided to omit from the tax ordinance of 

the current year the special taxes heretofore levied 
for the upkeep of the Public Library, the Art Museum, 
and the Zoological Park, deem it proper to present to the 
citizens of St. Louis a statement of the reasons that have 
actuated us in taking this step. 

At the outset we desire to state that it is not our in- 
tention, and never has been our intention, to withhold from 
these three departments of municipal service any funds that 
shall be necessary to maintain them at the same high stand- 
ard of efficiency at which they have been maintained 
heretofore. It is our intention to recommend to the Board 
of Aldermen the appropriation from municipal funds of 
as.much money as these departments shall need, and it is 
our intention before reaching any conclusion regarding the 
amount of money that it may be necessary to appropriate, 
to make full investigation of the needs of these services, 
which investigation will take account of the recommenda- 
tions of the boards of control and the managing officers, 
whose experience is entitled to weight. If it shall be found 
that they need the full amount that the special levy of 
eight cents would bring, we will recommend the appropria- 
tion of such amount from the treasury of the city, and 
more if necessary, provided always that this can be done 
without detriment to or impairment of the fundamental 
city services, such as the upkeep of the hospitals, the in- 
firmaries, and the Sanitarium, the maintenance of streets 
and sewers, and proper provision for the care of juvenile 
delinquents. If, on the other hand, it shall be found that 
the Publie’ Library and the Zoological Park, or either of 
them, do not need, in any particular year, the full amount 
that such special taxes would produce, the appropriation 
will be diminished accordingly. - . 

The maximum levy that the City of St. Louis is em- 
powered to make, under the limitations prescribed by the 
Constitution of the State, is a levy of $1.35 on the one 
hundred dollars, for all municipal purposes. If special 
levies amounting to 8c on the one hundred dollars are made 
for the upkeep of the Public Library, the Art. Museum-and 
the Zoological Park, these special levies are deducted from 
the maximum amount allowed for general municipal pur- 
poses. The vote of the. people authorizing 8c to be levied 
for these special services confers no additional taxing power 
on the city, but simply means that the amount available 
for all other municipal services is reduced from $1.35 on 
the one hundred dollars, to $1.27. 

In the past it has been possible to provide for the 
financial needs of the city out of the $1.27 that remained 
after 8c had been deducted for the Library, the Art Museum 
and the Zoological Park. However, a situation has now 
arisen which renders it impossible to continue to render to 
the citizens of St. Louis adequate service without levying, 
for general municipal purposes, the full amount authorized 
by the Constitution. This situation is due to the extraor- 
dinary increases in the cost of maintenance of two depart- 
ments of the city, namely, the Police Department and the 
Fire Department. For the fiscal year ending April 11, 1921, 
the cost of the Police Department was $3,092,912.82, and 
for the fiscal year just ended the cost of that department 
amounted to $5,554,894.00. Further increases in the cost 
of the Police Department of the city may be expected as 
soon as the Legislature shall have made provision for police 
pensions, in accordance with a recent vote of the people, 
amending the Constitution so as to permit such pensions 
to be paid. The cost of the Fire Department for the fiscal 
year ending April 11, 1921, was $1,710,032.25, and for the 
fiscal year just ended the cost of the said department was 
$2 566,279.00. 

The increased cost of the Police Department and. of the 
Fire Department is partly due to increases of salaries, and 
as these salaries have been fixed by the Legislature of the 
State, in the case of the members of the Police Department, 
and by a vote of the people of St. Louis, in the case of the 
Fire Department, the taxing authorities of the city have 
no control over them, and have no option except to pay 
them. As the constitutional limitation on taxation has not 
been changed, it is obvious that the only way in which the 
taxing authorities of the city can solve the problem of 
increased. expenditures in the two departments just men- 
tioned is by reducing the expenditures on other municipal 
services. 

Heretofore no reduction has been attempted in the ex- 
penditures on the Public Library, the Art Museum and the 
Zoological Park, but, on the contrary, the expenditures on 
these services have increased in proportion to the increase 
of the assessed valuation of taxable property in the city. 
The services that have had to be maintained either at a 
stationary cost, or at a reduced cost, are services connected 
with the Department of Streets and Sewers, the Division 
of Hospitals, and the Division of Parks and Recreation. 
Thus, for the fiscal year ending April 11, 1921, the city 
expended $2,548,429.07 on streets and sewers, which was 
reduced to $2,433,683.00 during the fiscal year just ended; 
and during the same period the expenditure on parks has 
decreased, although during that period the assessed valua- 
tion of taxable property in the City of St, Louis has in- 
creased from $791,002,267.00 in 1920, to $1,107,438,710.00 in 
1926. 

It is not possible to maintain the streets and sewers of 
the citv in a condition of efficiency during 1927 on less 
monev than in 1921. On the contrary, the establishment of 
motorbus traffic, and the great increase in genera] vehicular 
traffie, render it necessary to spend very much more money 
on the streets if they are to be kept ina reasonably good 
condition. So, too, the field of social service has been 
greatly extended, and constant demands 4re being made 
for the further extension of such service into new fields, 
such. for instance, as the establishment of a psychiatric 
clinic. As the tax limit fixed by the Constitution of Mis- 
souri remains stationary, while the demands.upou the treas- 
urv of St. Louis are being constantly increased by the 
Legislature of the State, reinforced by popular vote, it 3s no 
longer possible to provide for fixed charges for the Publie 
Library, the Art Museum and the Zoological Park, unless 
the sick and infirm are to be neglected, parks permitted 
to lapse into a state of nature, and the streets allowed to 
decay. ss 

Finding ourselves confronted with a diffieult and per- 
plexing financial problem we sought the opinion of the 
Law Department for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the taxing authorities of. the City are bound by law to 
levy and set aside a special tax of eight cents on the one 
hundred dollars for the maintenance of the Public Library, 
the Art Museum and the Zoological Park, notwithstanding 
the fact that such levy would reduce the levy available 
for general municipal purposes to $1.27 on the one hun- 
dred dollars and the fact that the full levy of $1.35 was 
was needed for general municipal purposes. We have been 


advised by the Law Department that we are not bound by 
law to provide for a tax of eight cents for the three serv- 
ices mentioned, the reasons advanced by the Law Depart- 
ment being that the taxing power of the city, as estab- 
lished by the Constitution, cannot be diminished or im- 
paired either by act of Legislature or by vote of the people, 
and that the duties of the taxing authorities of the City 
are prescribed and measured by the provisions of the City 
Charter, which, in purely local matters, is the organic law 
of the City and cannot be amended by the Legislature or 
in any manner other than that prescribed in the Consti- 


tution. 
The Law Department has furthermore pointed out that 


the acts of the Legislature authorizing the establishment — 


of these special levies of taxes have failed to prescribe a 
method of submitting to the people the question of tl® 
repeal of the taxes. In the absence of any express pro- 
vision it is practically impossible to obtain a vote of the 
citizens to determine whether these special levies shall be 
continued or modified, or whether they shall cease alto- 
gether. The present generation of taxpayers in St. Louis, 
the people who have to pay these taxes, and who look to 
the elected representatives of the City to maintain all city 
services at a proper standard of efficiency, have never 
authorized these special taxes and have never had an op- 
portunity to vote on them. They are literally being sub- 
jected to taxation without representation unless it shall be 
established that their representatives have control over all 
levies of taxes, both general and special. The special tax 
for the Public Library was voted in 1893 when the assessed 
valuation of the taxable property of the City was $284,- 
042,080. In 1903, when the assessed valuation of the tax- 
able property in the City had increased to $416,720,646, 
the tax was increased from one-fifth of a mill to two-fifths 
of a mill. In 1907 when the people voted in favor of a tax 
of one-fifth of a mill for the Art Museum, the assessed valu- 
ation of_all taxable property in the City was $493,377,660, 
and in 1917, when the people voted in favor of a tax of one- 
fifth of a mill for the Zoological Park, the assessed valuation 
of all taxable property in the City was $648,129,583. Last year 


the asses#ed valuation of all taxable propaegty in the City’ 


of St. Louis was $1,107,561.240, and when the figures for 
the current year become available they will probably exceed 
the figures of last year. The tax voted in 1903 for the 
Public Library amounted to approximately $166,488 while 
a levy of two-fifths of a mill this year would yield $480,000. 
The tax voted in 1907 for the Art Museum amounted to 
approximately $98,675,.while a tax of one-fifth of a mill 
this year would yield $240,000. 

When the revenues yielded by the special taxes at the 
time when they were voted are compared with the revenues 
that would be yielded for the eurrent year, if the taxes 
were levied, it is idle to speak of the people having voted 
these taxes unless the voters of one generation can bind 
those who come after them forever and place upon the tax- 
payers of succeeding generations am ever increasing burden. 

In the case of the special tax which the people are 
authorized by law to vote for the upkeep of the Publie 
Schools, the law requires a re-enactment of the tax by 
popular vote every four years. This is strictly in accord- 
ance with traditional American principles of taxation. A 
perpetual tax such as that claimed for the Public Library, 
the Art Museum and the Zoological Park is in conflict with 
such principles. 

There has been substantial compliance with the man- 
dates of the people. The time has come for a readjustment 
and a readjustment can only be secured by subjecting all 
city services to the provisions of the budget system estab- 
lished by the Charter of 1914. 

Our purpose in omitting all special taxes from the tax 
bills for the current year was to extend the budget system 
established by the Charter of 1914 so as to include the 
Public Library, the Art Museum and the Zoological Park. 

Ry the provisions of Article XVI of the Charter the 
head of every department, board or office, is required: to 
furnish to us an estimate of the requirements of such depart- 
ment, board or office for the fiscal year, and it is made our 
duty to submit and recommend to the Board of Aldermen 
a bill appropriating the amounts deemed necessary for the 
use of each department, board and office. When the sur- 
plus funds now credited to the Publie Library, the Art 
Museum and the Zoological Park shall ot | been expended, 
we will forthwith proceed to comply with the provisions 
of the Charter. No exception has been made in the above 
mentioned charter provision in the ease of the Library, the 
Art Museum or the Zoological Park, and we do not feel 
that we, are authorized to make such exception when the 
Charter is silent on the subject. ‘The budget system is 
universally regarded by recognized authorities on munici- 
pal government as the only sound system of municipal 
finance. There can be no question regarding the inten- 
tion of the framers of the Charter of 1914 to establish this 
system in St. Louis. Under the system of fixed levies it 
is taken for granted that the Art Museum needs exactly as 
much as the Zoological Park, and the Publie Library needs 
twice as much as either of them. This is an unscientific 
assumption. No business man would dream of conducting 
his business on the basis of such assumptions, and we be- 
lieve that the people of St. Louis want the management of 
their municipal affairs to be conducted along business ‘lines. 

We understand that it is the intention of persons inter- 
ested in the Publie Library and the Zoological Park to 
institute légal proceedings to compel the taxing author- 
ities of the city to set aside a levy of 6e out of the taxes 
of this year for the benefit of these institutions. It is 
possible that legal proceedings such as are contemplated 
may accomplish the purpose in view, but if they do it will 
be a misfortune for this city. It will be a repudiation of 
the budget system; it will tie the hands of the elected rep- 
resentatives of the people, and will fasten on the taxpayers 
of the city a burden which was not in contemplation when 
the people voted these taxes nearly a generation ago, and 
which will automatically inerease year by year, with the 
annual increase of the assessed value of taxable property 
in the city. 

In conclusion, we desire to state emphatically that we 
are not seeking political eontrol, or any other kind of con- 
trol, over the Publie Library, the Art Museum and the 
Zoological Park. We have no desire whatever to interfere 
in any way in the management of these institutions. We 
have no personal interest to serve. We are simply endeav- 
oring to discharge our duty to the citizens of St. Louis and 
to fairly apportion the revenue of the city. Our action is 
based on our belief that the revenues of the Publie Library, 
the Art Museum and the Zoological Park should be fixed 
with reference to their needs and not the utmost they can 
claim under the law.

Regular Troops and Militia 
to Guard Lambert Field 


When Flyer Arrives Next 
Friday. 


PARADE SATURDAY, 
BANQUET AT NIGHT 


Sunday, Aviator and Plane 
Will Be Center of Cere- 
monies on Art Hill, For- 
est Park. 


Gathering its resources for a re- 
eeption intended to rival In magni- 
tude and fervor the greetings of 
Washingtcn and New York, St. 
Louis is preparing to receive Col. 
Lindbergh during the latter part 
of the week as no conquering hero 
was ever received here before. 

Already his photograph is in 
shop windows and decked in gaily 
colored ribbons is making its ap- 
pearance in the windows of the 
residential districts. Everywhere 
there are Lindbergh songs, Lind- 
bergh hats, even Lindbergh neck- 
ties. During the week the streets 
are to be decked in flags and 
bunting and the city will present 
a more decidedly festival appear- 
ance than it has known since the 
World's Fair. 

Due to Arrive Friday. 

Lindbergh 5° due to arrive at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field Friday but 
the time of his landing is still in- 
definite. He has accepted an in- 
vitation to attend a 10 o'clock 
breakfast in New York Friday to 
receive the $25,000 Orteig prize for 
his transatlantic flight, and it is 
stated in dispatches that he can- 
not hope to hop off from Roose- 
velt Field until 2 p. m., Eastern 
daylight saving time. 

In that case, the most favorable 
flying conditions would bring him 
to Lambert-St. Jjuis Field at 7:15 
p. m., ®t, Louis time. Even after 
that tinue he would have no trouble 
reaching the field. The moon will 
be bright and he will have the 
guidance of the lighted air mail 
route if he chooses to travel by 
way of Chicago. 

To handle the crowd at the fly- 
ing field the United Railways ts 
laying special track but its ar- 
rangements struck a snag yester- 
day when residents of an unused 
st.eet in Bridgeton demanded $1500 
for temporary use of the thorough- 
fare.

MRS. SWEETIN DENIED BAIL 


She Was Convicted, With Minister, 
for Killing Husband, and 
Sentenced to 35 Years.

BENTON, IIL, June 11. — Mrs. 
Elsie Sweetin today failed to ob- 
tain release on bond, pending her 
second trial for the murder of her 


husband, Wilford Sweetin of Ina, 
who died of poison in August, 
1924. Her application was denied 
by Circuit Judge Miller, after a 
heaping here.

ern movie theater is largely due to 
the spirit of good will which has 
resulted. The red carpets, the 
lounges, the decorations, the uni- 
formed attendants, are al! evi- 
dence of this attitude. Every ef- 
fort is made to enrich the  at- 
mosphere. 

Note you, there is no apparent 
return for this beneficence. On the 
old outmoded conception of show- 
manship they are things extra, 
thrown away. having nothing to 
do with the immediate transaction 
of showing -people pictures. But 
anybody of average sense would 
laugh at a showman who argued 
that way nowadays.- It is precise- 
ly this beneficence and these ex- 
tras, it is precisely the richness of 
the effects and the variety of the 
offcring, which make for the spirit 
of good will and tie the people to 
the modern cinema with an inti- 
macy unrecorded of theater rela- 
tionships before. 

Il once met a showman, born and 
trained in the old school, and in- 


capable of seeing the new point of 


view. He was ahead of most pceco- 
ple in the movie business in point 
of time, for he was running one of 
the first primitive movies in Jersey 
City back in ‘98. But where was 
he? I met him in a lone village in 
the sticks acting the primeval ex- 
eatée in a deadwood-dick movie 
theater.

Ali Baba and the Picture Theater. 

Behind the more modern attl- 
tude lies a firm grasp of a very 
fundamental principle in public ap- 
peal. To get under the skin of 
the public. you must make them 
wonder. We are all biue-eyed in- 
fants more or less, and never quite 
beyond the fairy-tale stage. The 
picture theater is, or ought to be, 
Ali Baba’s magic -cave all over 
again. 

Wonder, of course, ts altogether 
a matter of richness—inexhaustibie 
riches. The argument that people 
will not notice or appreciate this 
or the other things has no place 
in the psychology of wonder. It is 
the mass effect that counts—the

only to the producer of motion pictures, but to the erhibitor as well. 
Its importance lies in the apparent necessity of tie-up between the 


photoplay and its presentation. 


Simply, it resolves itself into a very 


comprehensive dissertation of what really constitutes true showman 
ship for the photographer, director, actor, producer and every person con- 


nected with or interested in motion pictures.

very inexhaustibility of the effort. 
Like Niagara, “a theater or a pic- 
ture at its greatest ought to beat 
the imagination. This is the only 
guarantee that it will never grow 
dull. 

The principle of rich effects is so 
thoroughly grasped in showman- 
ship that there is seemingly no end 
to the amount of luxury which 
showmen are prepared to lavish on 
their houses. 

Knock ’Em Dead, Leave “Em Cold. 


Here comes the second principle 
of good showmanship. It is being 
grasped more siowly than the oth- 
er. As the first is the principle 
of richness and variety, the second 
is the principle of good taste; and 
good taste involves reserve. With 
reserve, richness achieves. that 
more intriguing subtlety which 
preserves it from the vulgarity of 
pomp. Dignity lasts: a dignified 
theater lasts. Howling and bally- 
hoo—whether it is in publicity or 
in theater decoration or in show- 
manship in general—last only for 
a time. The knock-’em-dead 
school is out of date in first-line 
showmanship; it frays the nerves. 
It should really be called the 
knock - ‘em-dead, leave-’em-cold 
school. 

The reason for this is that the 
picture theater has a place to keep 
in the affection of its people. Its 
relation to the public is not the re- 
lation of a mistress or a lady of 
the line—it is more constant. Peo- 
ple take it on a diet, as regularly 
as they used to take the church. 
It is something the community is 


coming to live with and belong to, 
almost (whisper it) as one might 
belong to a church. It is their 
palace of dreams—the only palace 
of dreams which means anything 
very much to the common people 
of the modern world. Necessarily. 
that palace wins out in which the 
dreams are most magical and the 
appeal most constant. 

Dressing a Picture. 

The identical principles of show- 
manship apply in picture making; 
but the producers have been a 
great deal slower to learn. They 
have not been as careful to dress 
their pictures as the showmen 
have been to dress their theaters. 
Two great companies have seen 
something of the light and have 
profited accordingly but, in the 
main, pictures are shabbier than 
they should be. Many rich :ffects 
of photography and lighting and 
setting have been turned down as 
unnecessary when they are the 
very extra embellishments which 
make for wonder in an audience. 
The fact that people do not par- 
ticularly notice something or other 
i: the silliest argument in the show 
business. People do not particu- 
larly notice the uniformed ushers 
of the theater—they merely sense 
the difference. That ought to be 
enough for any enlightened show- 
man. 

One of the values which has 
been especially underestimated in 
its relation to cinema richness and 
box office eppeal is the value of 
good photography. It might be 
obvious to anyone with a sense of 
showmanship thas a movie, be it 


ever so good, cannot afford to sac- 
rifice any element which will in- 
terest and capture the eye; but ev- 
en some of the great movies have 
been visually chéap. Chaplin’. pic- 
tures belong to this category; the 
painted skies of “What Price 
Glory” belong to this category. 
Great pictures that they are, they 
lose for it. 

Symbol and Metaphor. 

Richness is not simply a mafter 
of color gradation and finer pho- 
tography. There are visual riche 
nesses more important than these. 
Take the matter of screen symbol] 
and screen metaphor. They are a 
potent aid to imaginative story 
telling and cinema. The eymbol 
directs the thought, the metaphor 
the fancy, and the scene is more 
pregnant with meaning and dra- 
matically brighter for their use; 
yet I.could count on one hand the 
directors who have any real sense 
of their value. Von Stroheim and 
Murnau are the principal expo- 
nents. 

The exanmrple of screen symbol! 
which immediately occurs to me is 
one from Von Sternberg’s ‘“‘Salva- 
tion Hunters.” It is, like the pic- 
ture, somewhat primitive but it 
gives the definition. The heavy of 
the piece, intent on the usual! busi- 
ness of heavies, drapes himself at 
one moment against a wall; and 
unconsciously fits himself into a 
pair of horns. The horns are 4 
prehistoric symbol. and may for all 
I know be valueless as a suggestion 
for average audiences, but tne 
principle of suggestion so used 
has a.chance of being valuable. 
Chaplin on one occasion had an old 
roue emerge from a church with 
his young bride and tramp on a 
whife rose. Von &trohelm and 
others have had catty old ladies 
hold a cat on their knees. To sug- 
gest a contrast or intimate a sac- 
rifice, a Christ figure or a crucifix 
has often been placed in the back- 
ground, as in the case of “The 
Tower of Lies.” Murnau’s door in 
“The Last Laugh” came to have 
the symbolic significance of the 
wheel of fate. Candles have faded 
and died as a symbol of Death. 
And so on. 


For myself, I think the use of 
scrcen metaphor much more im- 
portant. Symbol] is a visual link 
and is useful, but it is @ crude 
language, this business of candles 
and cats and phallic signs, and de- 
pends on the audience recognizing 
immediately its significance. More- 
over. it is language of stills; and 
its use must necessarily be limited. 
Metaphor, on the other hand, is a 
subtler and more universal lian- 
guage and is an inexhaustible 
source of cinema suggestion. It is 
a simple fact that cinema can use 
metaphor almost as extensively as 
poetry and for the same emotionai 
effects. 1] don’t mean to suggest 
an immediate production of Shaks- 
pearean imagery in pietures of 
flaming youth, but-when used up 
to a point. and just as far as it wilil 
help the drama and be grasped by

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


HAVE read with much interest an 


article on the editorial page of your 
Sunday afternoon, June 5, issue headed, 
“Peonage in Georgia,” and because of 
the fact I am a native Georgian, having 
been born and raised in the southeastern 
part of that State, I am taking the lib- 
erty of commenting upon your editorial. 

In the first place, the Negro, whose 
name you give as James _ Felton, 
evidently was some kind of a fugitive 
from justice, because you state he volun- 
tarily submitted to the detention at Dan- 
ville, Va. Therefore, this statement 
might properly be taken with reserva- 
tions. 

His story to the effect that he was 
shanghaied while traveling north from 
Florida and was foreed to labor with- 
out pay until he escaped two weeks ago, 
is in itself absurd, because to anyone 
who is at all familiar with conditions 
in the State of Georgia and the law- 
abiding citizens therein, it would imme- 
diately appear impossible for any man 
or group Of men to hold in péonage a 
body of 50 men for a period of four to 
five months, without it becoming gen- 
erally known, and it fs also impossible 
to put faith in his story to the effect 
that during the time he was a prisoner, 
five of his fellow prisoners were mur- 
dered, because a wholesale murder of 
this kind would hardly take place un- 
neticed and unknown,

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PLAINFIELD’S IN THE LEAD. 
On a war memorial monument in Plainfield, N. J., 
is the following quotation from Isaiah:

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NEW SYMPTOMS IN INDIANA. 

Indiana, which the nation has come to regard as a 
sort of laboratory specimen of political depravity, has 
lately been evincing some very mystifying symptoms. 
Its Attorney-General first wrote a letter to the Gover- 
nor, stating both officials had violated the State bone- 
dry act, by securing whisky for medicinal purposes, 
and then practically advised all county prosecutors 
not to enforce the law against this offense. 

But this is not all. An Indiana newspaper has 
published an editorial which, to the conventional 
Hoosier, must seem almost seditious—to wit: 


The people of Indiana, ‘especially as repre- 
sented in the Legislature, may before long have 
to ask themselves whether there is anything 
in our present political arrangements suggestive 
of a dictatorship. If they look into the matter 
they will find that if there is one man in this 
State whose word is law it is Doctor Shumaker 
of the Anti-Saloon League. For several years 
now the Legislature has been doing his will. 
* * * The people will have to choose sooner 
or later between a self-controlled and a Shu- 
maker-controlled Legislature. If it chooses the 
latter, it will very obviously choose a legisla- 
tive dictatorship. 

* * * We have not had a free Legisla- 
ture in this State for many years. It would 
be refreshing to have one. There should be 
no man and no organization whose word is law 
in Indiana. 


Had this appeared in an organ of the wets or the 
antikluxers, or in some obscure and impotent sheet, 
it would hardly’ be noteworthy. But it was pub- 
lished, on the contrary, in the leading journal of 
Hoosier orthodoxy—a paper which has upheld prohi- 
bition for many years—the Indianapolis News.

SENATOR REED’S OPPORTUNITY. 

There will be a good deal of disappointment, we 
imagine, at the statement given out by Senator Reed 
of Missouri in St. Louis a day or two ago that he 
will not make a speaking tour of the South and West, 
has never contemplated doing so and that the report 
to that effect was unauthorized. 
The objections are obvious. They may be sum- 
marized in the conclusion that such a canvass would 
place the Senafor in the light of seeking the presi- 
dential nomination rather than have the office seek 
him.

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THE HAZARDS OF GOLF. 

Insurance companies, it is said, have found that 
golf costs them more, in the claims they pay for 
accidents in connection with it, than any other sport. 
Yet it would be a mistake, one fancies, to conclude 
that golf is actually more dangerous than any other 
sport. It hardly seems likely that golf players are as 
frequently hurt, or as badly hurt, ag football players, 
the game has undoubtedly become rough in the last 
few years, as has croquet, but hardly that rough. The 
truth, in all likelihood, is that in golf a larger pro- 
portion of players is insured than in any other sport, 
so that the total of claims, even though accidents are 
relatively few and slight, runs very high. 

Golf players, in the main, are business men who 
must carry insurance in order to protect big earn- 
ings. Football players are boys who have no earnings 
to protect. Thus when a golf player sprains hig 
thumb it costs some insurance company $57.62; when 
& football player breaks a leg it doesn’t cost any in- 
surance company a cent. It would seem that the in- 
surance companies, instead of worrying about the 
newly discovered hazards of golf, should give three 
cheers that their customers do not go in for some

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A SOUR NOTE. 

_There is a sour note to be recorded in connection 
with the flight of Chamberlin and Levine. After 
the Lindbergh flight, the W. C. T. U. and the Anti- 
saloon League went into ecstasies upon discovering 
that Lindbergh was a teetotaler.

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ANOTHER RAIL MERGER. 

In their determined attempts to merge the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio, the Erie, and the Pere Marquette, those 
enterprising rail princes, the Van Sweringens, have 
been temporarily tripped up by the stock market. 
The options which the C. & O. took several months 
ago on the control of the other two roads have 
caused the market values to rise to such heights that 
the purchase may not now be possible, as some of 
the options are due to expire July 1. 

There is reason to hope that this obstacle will be 
removed in time to allow the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to examine the proposed merger thor- 
oughly and render a decision. There is general agree- 
ment that the policy of consolidation is the best 
solution of the pressing problem-~of rail transporta- 
tion. It was outlined in the Transportation Act of 
1920, and the Commission, in pursuance of the terms 
of this act, drafted a plan by which the country’s 
railroads might be merged into several large systems. 
The reasons which the Commission gave for re- 
fusing to permit these roads to merge according to 
the original plan advanced by the Van Sweringens 
were that such a scheme was contrary to the public 
interest, ignored the rights of minority stockholders, 
and did not provide for the preservation of short- 
line roads which were essential to the public. The 
magnates maintain that these objections cannot be 
lodged against their new plan, and whether this be 
the case or not, the public will trust that the Com- 
mission will have the opportunity to decide. 

Only by the study of a number of such decisions, 
of which those on the first Van Sweringen and on the 
late Loree plans are all we have to date, may the

ment by the Constitution, and that all Fed. 
eral activities not necessary to the perform- 
ance of those national duties be discon- 
tinued as rapidly as possible, thereby re- 
storing to our nation, our states and our 
individual citizens the respective responsi- 
bilities imposed by the form of govern- 
ment for which our forefathers fought, 
worked and died.” 

No words could form a plainer Jefferso- 


‘nian challenge to Federalism. They are a 


war cry against centralization, against the 
growing intrusion and bureaucratic govern- 
ment in the affairs of the state. They are 
a demand that tntervention by a national 
government in the private affairs of the 
people must cease. No specific mention of 
infringing legislation or further proposed 
invasion of the states by armies of bureau- 
crats was made in the D. A. R. resolution, 
but it is plain that the women are opposed 
to the establishment of a Federal Depart- 
ment of Education, and to such a proposal 
as the child labor amendment, which would 
permit further overriding of state law.

Houses 
are valued, not upon the cost of 
reproducing them, but upon’ the 
rents they command. Rents are 
determined wholly by the supply or 
lack of homes. Cost of reproduc- 
tion does not enter in any degree. 
The whole situation is the law of 
on Railroad | supply and demand. 

| Prices Reflect Value of Service. 
“The fact is that prices in the 


analysis reflect the value of 


service, not the value of property 
“Perhaps it is too much to hope,” | Teauired to produce that service. 
We have two great transportation 


agencies today—the railroads and 
the automobile. In one, we see the 
effect of monopoly; in the other, 
the effect of competition. Where 
the railroads asking higher charges 
for transportation through an in- 
flated valuation of property, the 
automobile makers are steadily 
putting out a better car at lower 
price. 

“No one would’ think of valuing 
a motor car at the cost of repro- 
ducing it. To imagine that it would 
be reproduced at all is an intel- 
lectual monstrosity. No railroad 
system, gas plant, street car system 
would be reproduced as it stands 
today. Yet the utilities are asking 
just that—reproduction of the ex- 
isting plant, not of a plant calcu- 
lated to embody the progress of the 
art or a plant better adapted to 
serve a community whose needs 
have shifted since the plant actual- 
ly was built. 

Capitalizing the People’s Gift. 

“The people have given to utill- 
ties the right to serve exclusively 
in their respective fields. Yet by re- 
production new, the utilities seek to 
capitalize the people’s gift against 
themselves. The Government now 
is turning over its air mail to pri- 
vate contractors. Say the price is 
$1.20 a pound. Suppose that five 
years hence the contractor should 
say: “I can no longer carry the 
mail at $1.20. Prices have gone up. 
If I reproduced my fleet of air- 
planes, they would cost more. I 
must have more for my service.” 
Would the Government comply and 
boost cost on the basis of reproduc- 
tion? It would not. It would call 
in another airplane company and 
turn over the contract to it.” Mo- 
nopdly gives breath to the repro- 
duction theory. 

‘The reproduction theory is the 
only method the utilities have been 
able to devise to obtain an exces- 
Sive profit. It creates the highest 
possible earning power, whereas 
the fundamental purpose of public 
control is to limit earning power to 
a reasonable compensation, 


“By no device can the utilities 
make a single dollar over the re- 
production plan—it is the maxi- 
mum. If it were not, anyone else 
could step in, reproduce the plant 
and take the business. The whole 
purpose of present railroad opera- 
tion ig anti-public. It is in the 
hands of men who strive, chiefly, 
to make money for the railroad 
owners. If the public were fur- 
nishing its own railroad service, it 
would charge rates based on the 
15 billions of money that may have 
actually gone into the roads. The 
roads seek to base rates on nearly 
three times that sum. They seek 
to charge three times what the 
public might have performed the 
same or better service for.” 

Who Richberg Is. 

Who, then, is Richberg? Until 
last month he was the defense of 
the Chicago public against raids by 
its gas company. He resigned upon 
the second coming of William Hale 
Thompson to power, because he 
had served during Thompson’s first 
reign and had found him allied 
with the gas company, not with 
the public. In his campaign 
Thompson had pledged himself as 
an ally of the people. One of his 
most compelling campairr prom- 
ises had been that he would col- 
lect from Insull’s gas company 
$10,000,000 which the people 
claimed as a refund from exorbli- 
tant rates. ‘Thompson promised 
that he would appoint a non-par- 
tisan commission to conduct that 
fight. He surmised that he could 
induce the commission to adopt his 
selection of a lawyer, but the com- 
mission developed a will of its own. 
Thompson kept it in deadlock for 
many weeks, but eventually there 
emerged as a compromise, Rich- 
berg, then a young man of 34, an 
attorney of some fame in Chicago 
as an after-dinner wit, for some 
versatility as the writer of his alma 
mater song of the University of 
Chicago—a pleasant fellow, who 
would not be unreasonable, nor, if 


required, too energetic. 

The commission soon found it 
had on its hand a belligerent and 
earnest partisan of the people. It 
was not long before word came 
around to Richberg to lay off the 
gas company. Richberg misunder- 
stood the message and instead of 
laying off, he laid on the stronger. 
He won the right of the people to 
the $10,000,000 refund in lower 
courts and the appeal of the com- 
pany now is resting with the State 
Supreme Court. 

When Insull sought to raise rates, 
Richberg haled him before the Il- 
linois Commerce Commission and 
told him to prove his right to in- 
creased rates on the basis of valu- 
ation. 

Richbere’s fight won the gas 
consumers of Chicago a reduction 
of 15 cents a 1000 cubic feet in 
the price of gas. 
| Distinguished Service for Labor. 

Richberg is 46 years old. He is 
a graduate ef the University of 
Chicago and Harvard Law Schools, 
a writer of three novels (one of 
which has for its theme the de- 
struction of a young attorney who 
defied the courts) a contributor of 
verse to magazines. Most of his 
legal career has been devoted to 
the cause of the people or of labor. 

One of his notable achievements 
was the destruction of the labor 
injunctions of Attorney-General 
Daugherty during the Harding ad- 
ministration. Richberg, established 


‘by unanimous decision of the Unit- 


ed States Supreme Court, the right 
of any citizen, cited for contempt 
of a picketing injunction, to trial 
by jury. 

His first distinguished service to 
labor was another victory in the 
United States Supreme Court, by 
which he virtually destroyed the 
Railway Labor Board, which had 
reduced the wages of the railway 
brotherhoods by about $300,- 
000,000. The Supreme Court held 
with Richberg that the board had 
no power to compel testimony be- 
fore it and it fell into decay.

“Lindbergh has done for the earth 
inductor compass what Columbus did 
for the magnetic compass,’’ said Pro- 
fessor Herbert R. Grummann of the 
matheraatics department of Washing- 
ton University. ‘‘He has proved its re- 
lability on a long-distance flight for 
the first time.”’ 

To this comparatively simple appa- 
ratus, which had never before been 
used on a long flight without addi- 
tional navigating instruments, Lind- 
bergh ascribed the success of his voy- 
age over vast, lonely wastes of water. 

The early pioneers of the air relied 
upon the ordinary magnetic compass. 
When flying level and. straight, it 
worked fairly well, but any aviator 
will testify that these occasions aren't 
very frequent. 

There were always the more com- 
plex navigation aids, notably the sex- 
tant, by which, on long flights, the po- 
sition of the plane could be checked. 
But a knowledge of the principles of 
navigation is necessary in the use of 
the sextant. 


HREE years ago Morris M. Tit- 
terington, himself a flyer and an 
adventurer, invented the earth 
inductor compass, making use of ex- 
perimental work along the same line 
already done by the United States Bu- 
reau of Standards.

Between the north magnetic pole 
and the south magnetic pole there are 
varying degrees of magnetic intensity. 
The compass needle is pulled so hard 
at one point, slightly harder at the 
next, and so on, until either the north 
magnetic pole is reached or the south 
magnetic pole. 

Roald Amundsen, Arctic explorer, 
from a base on King William Island, 
reached the magnetic North Pole in 
1904 and accurately surveyed it, prov- 
ing that it gradually shifted from point 
to point, so that no definite location 
could be assigned to it. 

On the ordinary map it is placed on 
Boothia Peninsula, about 500 miles 
above Hudson Bay. It is one of the 
coldest spots on the globe. Its approx- 
imate location was first determined by 
Captain James Clark Ross in 1831. 

These varying degrees of magnetic 
intensity have been charted. By care- 
ful scientific work each point on the 
globe, having a similar magnetic pull, 
has been connected by a line, called a 
line of magnetic intensity. They are 
like great rings of twisting, curving 
steel that band the earth. The accu- 
rate plotting of these lines has been 
carried out by scientists of the Car- 
negie Inatitute, of whom Professor 
Grummann was one. The earth Iin- 
ductor compass was designed to show 
on what particular one of these lines 
the aviator was flying. For Lindbergh 
those lines represented curving, twist- 
ing magnetic highways, along which 
he was to find his way to Parts. 


Lindbergh, before his flight, 
first charted his course—-not” on 
the ordinary seaman's map, but on

That is where—once the course 
Was charted—the earth inductor com- 
pass comes in. 

On the instrument board of “The 
Spirit of St. Louis’ ig a black dial, 
marked out in white by mathematical 
computation with the degrees of the 
compass between north, south, west 
and east-——each. degree, let us assume, 
representing roughly one of these mag- 
netic highways. Now, Lindbergh 
planned to begin his journey on mag- 
netic highway A, which, we will sup- 
pose, runs 13 degrees north of north- 
east. Before he ever taxied off of 
Mitchel Field he set this dial, by turn- 
ing a handle on its face, to this degree:

This handle on the dial in turn leads 
back—by a series of connecting rods 
and joints—-to an electric generator lo- 
cated in the tall of the-airplane.

Now, the. generator—the 
term given to such a machine 
for producing electricity—in 
the tail of the Spirit of St.

Instead of cutting the 
magnetic lines running between 
a hoop of magnetized iron, the 
coils of wire in this generator 
cut the magnetic lines of the 
earth-—the lines of those same 
magnetic highways by which 
Lindbergh steered his way to 
Paris.

It must be remembered that 
the colls of wire in the genera- 
tor will not produce any elec- 
tricity unless—in revolving— 
they cut magnetic lines.

of his own. So that 
no potentate trem- 
bled, and no chan- 
cellory quaked, 
when it was pro- 
posed that the dust of the Duke of 
Reichstadt be brought from Vienna to 
Paris to be laid beside the ashes of his 
sire, Napoleon I. 


The Vielles Tiges——‘‘Old Timers’’ we 
would call them—French airmen who 
were World War pilots, were to trans- 
port the ashes. It was not expected 
that anyone would protest. The 
Duke of Reichstadt was but a name 
One with the names of Prince of Par- 
ma, King of Rome, and Napoleon II, 
which he had also borne, Emperor, 
King and Prince, with neither empire, 
kingdom nor principality. Yet three 
crowns, and it may be four, might have 
been his for the asking. Eaglet of 
France! Young Eaglet of the close- 
clipped wings! Napoleon I's grand 
army would have offered up a million 
lives had he but said the word. But 
from babyhood he had no country, 
even, which he could call his own! 


Greece wanted him for King, Poland 
wanted him for King. Italy offered 
him its kingship. And again and again 
the loyal ones of France considered to 
name him Emperor. In apite of his 
military genius he remained an Aus- 
trian princeling. The son of the great 
Napoleon died a prisoner. 

The birth of the child was heralded 
by angels, in the allegorical engravings 
with which Paris was flooded when, on 
March 20, 1811, the announcement set 
France mad with joy—-Napoleon had 
an heir. At his birth, in those graphic 
allegories, presided Peace, the Law, 
Religion and Victory. As a matter of 
fact, not angels but 101 gune an- 
nounced the birth to the waiting world, 
and at the signal Mme. Blanchard, a 
famous aeronaut, launched her balloon 
to drift over France and scatter the 
news in printed proclamations, all pre- 


pared. The King of Rome! Napoleon 
had an heir. 
A son! It had been his dream. Be- 


cause of that hope he had announced 
to Josephine, his first wife, in 1808, 
his plan to divorce her. Because of 
that hope he had permitted the Haps- 
burg dynasty to keep ite kingdom after 
conquering Austria in 1809.

Of what use was it 
if he had no son?

Russia wanted Poland. And Rus- 
sia had scorned to ally its blood with 
Napoleon's. Napoleon desired Poland 
as a buffer state against dkgression by 
Alexander I. And there was war. Na- 
poleon summoned his father-in-law, 
the Emperor Francis. Pledges of 
moral assurance were given, although 
Francis would not join in the attack 
upon the Bear. So Napoleon drove on 
to Moscow. And his army starved and 
died like flies in the Russian snows. 
Moscow was burned. Napoleon re- 
treated. And Francis of Austria had 
become, meantime, the friend of the 
Russian Czar. 

His enemies all were yelping at Na- 
poleon’s heele. Austria determined to 
make him feel its power as a mediator. 
When he refused to accept the terms 
his father-in-law sought to dictate, 
Francis turned upon Napoleon. The 
Corsican was torn from the throne and 
banished to Elba. 


In his last attempt to fight himself 
free, in 1814, Napoleon bad summoned 
the officers of his National Guard. He 
made them give their oaths never to 
let ‘the Empress or the King of Rome 
fall into the hands of the enemy.” 


Paris was under aregency. It could 
foresee Napoleon's end. Yet it de- 
manded that Marie Louise and the 
King of Rome remain in Paris. The 
Empress appears to have believed 
Bonaparte's brothers, Kings Joseph 
and Jerome were seeking to hold her 
and her son as hostages to insure their 
safety. Yet the pledge was made. 


YHEN they banished Napoleon 
W to Elba the allies confirmed 
Marie Louise as Empress, 
Duchers of Parma, and conferred upon 
her the three Italian duchies of Par- 
ma, Piacenza and Guastaiia. The 
King of Rome was Prince of Parma 
now.

Marie Louise fled Paris March 28, 
1814. Napoleon abdicated April 6. 
On May 21 the Empress and the King 
of Rome reached Vienna. The populace 
halled the boy. Already it considered 
him an Austrian princeling. Machinery 
was in motion to make him so. The 
Hapsburg dynasty was making plana fo 
force the King of Rome to forget that 
he had a father—and Marie Loulse 
that she had a husband, too. For this 
last task was chosen the General Count 
Adam-Albert Neipperg—a lady killer 
with one eye. 

One-eyed, perhaps, but a fine figure 
in hia uniform of Lieutenant Field 
Marshal. Anda Don Juan. The wife 
that he had, he had stolen from an- 
other husband.

In 1823 French officers sought to 
abduct the Duke and bring him to 
France as ruler. Already they had 
proclaimed him under a regency on 
the Spanish frontier. Three years later 
a Frenchman managed to evade the 
guards and by letter tell the Baglet 
that 30,000,000 subjects were await- 
ing his return as Emperor.
